Tobacco Marekt. — Saturday 
evening, Oct. 31.— Leaf tobacco has 
suffered with most other commodi- 
ties. The market has lost the snap 
which characterized it for the past 
three week*, and quotation* are 
lower on Cue common grade*. One 
of the largest buyer* did not pur- 
chase any of these, but confined 
himself to a few mediums. Then 
was also an absence of other com 
petition. It was a* though the 
manufacturers had directed broken 
and buyers to go back to inside 
figure* uud not to press for pur 
chase at that. The result was that 
perhaps half the rise made hereto 
fore was lost on all except the bet- 
ter grade* of Burley, which con 
tinued strong. The demand fo 
red Burley hue never relaxed th 
whole season, and as it draws neai 
to a close prices maintain their 
strength if they do not advance. 
Very little good tobacco is to be 
had, however, and practically none 
ha* been offered this week. The 
breaks have shown little better 

ends. 

Dark tobacco is about in the 
same condition a* Burley. For 
some time there has been an extra 
demand for fine leaf and good lugs, 
but nondescript trash and lugs 
have been no higher. 

The offerings have been shrink- 
ing every week, and this week got 
down to 1,942 hhds., of which 357 
were sold privately. The propor- 
tion of Burley to dark was quite 
large, there being but 717 of the 
latter to 1,225 of the former. The 
rejection* were large, numbering 
5J0 hhd*., or 33 per cent, of the 
sales. The receipt* were increased 
to a slight extent, these being 1.010 
hhds. Very little new tobacco has 
yet been received and only 15 hhds. 
were sold this week, all of which 
was of inferior quality. — Courier- 
Journal.

If a pn 
tiont cannot gargle, take a live eo.il, 
put it on a shovel, and sprinkle a 
spoonful or two of flour of brim- 
stone at a time upon it: let the 
s u ire re r inhale it. holding the 
head over it, and the fungus 
will die.

Squirrel Story. 

Jeff Hardin, n farmer who lives 
on the River road opposite the Six- 
Mile i.-land. came to the city this 
morning with a wagon load of 
squirrels, all of w hich he disposed I 
of, and in consequence the squirrel 
Barfed is glutted today. Mr. Bar- j 
din killed the entire lot in a few! 
minute*, und with a big stick at 1 
that. 

He said this morning that he hud 
a six acre tield of corn on his farm, I 
but that during the last few weeks ; 
the squirrels had come from the 
neighboring woods in great droves 
and had all but devastated his crop. 
He tried every mean* known to 
him to frighten or drive the frisky 
llttla pests away, but without avail, 
so he finally determined to turn his 
cornfield into a slaughter-house. 
Fairly this morning, before the sun 
had fairly gotten his sleepy face 
above the horizon, Mr. Hardin and 
his seventeen ■ year-old aon armed 
themselves with sticks nnd moved 
oir in the direction of the cornfield. 
The field is bounded on two sides 
by the river and on the other two 
by open fields. Mr. Hardin ap- 
proached from one -of the open 
sides, and his son from the other. 
At the sight of the farmers the 
squirrels leaped nimbly from the 
stalks and scampered off across the 
corn row*. Mr. Hardin and his son 
pursued and finally cornered them 
down near the river. There the 
slaughter took place, and for a time 
the Held ran rivers of blood, so Mr. 
Hardin says. 

At any rate n wagon load of 
squirrels were killed by the two 
farmers, who say that nearly as 
many more dodged by them or 
jumped iuto the river and were 
drowned. The wagon contained 
exactly 763 of the dead pests, *o 
Mr. Hardin says, and he i* re- 
sponsible for. the statement that 
there are thousands more in his 
neighborhood that he will bring in 
if his cornfield is again molested.

Queer Lake. 

Barton W. Everuiann, of the 
United States Fish Commission, lias 
just returned Irom a visit to Crater 
Lake, in Oregon. Mr. Everuiann 
left early in the spring for this 
unique body of water, for the pur- 
pose of determining whether or not 
trout will live in it. Crater Lnke 
is regarded us the most wonderful 
lake iu the Uuited States. It is sit- 
uated on the very summit of the 
Cascade range of mountains iu 
Southern Oregon, and until recent- 
ly it has been visited by eompura- 
tively few travelers. It was fir*t 
discovered by white men in 1858, 
although the Indians had known of 
it for ages and used to regard it 
with such superstition that it was 
considered certain death for one of 
them to look upon it. The lake was 
carefully explored and surveyed by 
members of the Geological Survey. 
The highest point of the Cascade 
range is n broad platform, sur- 
nounted by numerous volcanic 
"in s. The largest of these cones 
ises 1,000 feet above the general 
cvel of the platform nnd contains 
an enormous depression about six 
miles in diameter, and over 3,000 
feet deep. This depression is oc- 
cupied by Crater Lake. The lake 
is over six miles long, four miles 
wide, und varies from 1,600 to 
2,000 feet deep. Its walls rise al- 



An Emperor's Granddaughter. 

(Mot* BfewaMi lath* New York bun.) 
A remarkable story was develop- 
ed in the Police Court here Wed- 
nesday. There is every reason to 
believe that a woaian named Pau- 
line Fcrnandzia is in reality the 
granddaughter of the luto Emperor 
Maximilian, who was deposed and 
executed in Mexico. This woman 
is being tried on the charge of 
keeping an immoral house, but 
from the evidence it would seem 
that the prosecution is simply a 
part of persecution which has been 
in force against her ever since 
she was a child. This Is the second 
time she has made her appearance 
in the Toledo courts. The first 
time she had been robbed by her 
husband und that he later attempt- 
ed to poison her. Her second hus- 
band was William Mr Diamond, 
who has recently tied to parts un- 
known. 

Iu the present case Prosecutor 
O'Hura learned in some manner 
that the woman had confided to a 
friend that she was the grand- 
daughter of Emperor Maximilian, 
and he put the question to her this 
afternoon. She showed great agi- 
tation, but evaded any direct an- 
swer. In a few minute*, however, 
she answered another question in 
such a manner us to prove that the 
Prosecutor hud been rightly ad- 
vised. Other questions brought 
out a remarkable story of attempt- 
ed assassination and persecution. 
Born in Madrid, her futher was 
killed in his home by political cut- 
throats. She herself was stabbed 
near the left eye at the same time, 
and was totally blind for some 
years. She wus taken by her god- 
parents to the west coast of Africa, 
and from there to Brazil. Subse- 
quently she seems to have been 
carried over most of the civilized 
world. 

In Olytupia, Wash., she married 
Cupt. Henry Bunker, by whom she 
had six children, — three pairs of 
twins. Two of these are in Cuba 
and three are in Madrid. She came 
to this city after having spent 
some time in Cuba, about the time 
her last children were born. The 
advent of some Spaniards to Toledo 
caused her to fly to the Sandwich 
Islands, from which place she re- 
turned. About that time she se- 
cured a divorce from Bunker, and 
as he died soon after she married 
Diamond. She is now only twenty- 
three years old, and was married to 
her first husband at sixteen. She 
says that both husbands fleeced her 
of large sums of money and valua- 
ble diamonds.
